IMPORTANCE OF RELATIONS 

BETWEEN MEN WOMEN

Dr. Herbert Gray Addressed Students Last Night in Ball 
Room of Union on Topic of Vital Importance — Urged 
Necessity of Real Spirit of Comradeship Between Men 
and Women — Also Spoke in the Afternoon on "The 
"Kingdom of God." 



"The problem of civilization will never 
be solved until ilic sex problem is solv- 
ed" was the emphatic- statement made by 
Dr. Herbert Gray in an address given 
to McGill students in the Union last 
night on the subject of relations between 
men and women. The big mistake that 
has been made up to the present lime is 
that the relations between men and wo- 
men have mainly been of a recreative 
nature. The Doctor urged that the real 
spirit of comradeship be developed and 
from this would follow true love and 
happy marriage. 

The speaker was introduced by Miss 
D. Cross, president of the Women's S. 
C. A., and was given an enthusiastic wel- 
come. 

In his opening remarks Dr. Gray said 
that people were loo shy and backward 
in inquiring uilo the significant of sc.x 
matters and he thought it was about lime 
that a proper attitude be assumed toward 
the matter. God must have had some 
great beneficent idea ill view, in mak- 
ing sex interest so centrai and fun- 
damental and it is therefore, essential 
that the truc l ac I s be considered in the 
right light. The truth is always clean 
and no man or woman is equipped for 
life without bring acquainted with sex 
facts. A great' deal of misery and un- 
happincss has been caused by the lark 
Li f proper sc.x education and those who 
have been fortunate enough to receive 
it, have a tremendous advantage. In- 
nocence and knowledge go hand in hand 
but ignorance is no aid to virtue. 

Dr. Gray f-iatcd that the sexes find 
each other mutually attractive, but the 
mistake lias been made that the true 
spirit of fellowship has not been de- 
veloped. The sexes were n^adc to «>• 
operate in the whole of life and it is 
necessary that they learn to understand 
one another. Necessarily this is not 
easy but cvcrydiing that is worthy of 
attaining is not easy. The successful 
path lies between the two extremes. 
Students have a most excellent chance 
of establishing this new comradeship and 
tl.eir opportunity should be taken full 
advantage of. 

Out of this comradeship springs true 
love and afterwards marriage, said the 
speaker. There is an clement of mystery 
in the coming of love. Love always in- 
spircs, while perhaps the most note- 
worthy fact is that it always quickens 
the spiritual capacity and is felt to be a 
sacred thing. Il beings out intimacy and 
the ultimate intimacy of body in marriage 
is a holy and happy thing when love 
leads I" it. Love is not satisfied with 
merely body union, stated Dr. Gray this 
jnly satisfying the spirit of hist. It 
demands also the union of mind and 
spirit. Human love is like divin? love, 
inasmuch as it is creative lo\e. The 
Iccpcsl thiiig> in men and uiowcn are 
ilirrcd in parentage and go to show just 
vhat a divine thing passion can really be. 
To be the father and mother of a 



and necessitates hard work, but this work 
brings out the real worth of men and 
women, claimed the lecturer of the eve- 
ning. People are to he pitied who Scck 
■to avoid the responsibilities of family 
life. Love redeems hard work and 
lightens and brightens toil. It is a lie 
that love fades away in life's after 
noon; what is true is true, a happy mar 
riage. docs not come of itself for love 
must be handled rightly. 

One of the greatest conditions for 
marriage is that both must be unspoiled 
The consummation of a happy marriag' 
is t,hc union of two pure souls. To re 
main pure it is necessary to live a ful 
life and ko:p the mind occupied witl 
clean thoughts. An empty life gives the 
tic v i l his cliance and leads to disaster. 
A man or woman may find themselves 
in an apparently hopeless position but 
there is no man or woman who cannot 
conquer in the strength of God. 

Marriage often fails twatise there is 
not enough love. There may have been 
enough while everything was sunshim 
and all indications pointing towards sue 
cess, but when things darkened and suc- 
cess gave way to failure love failed to 
stand the test. Everybody marries 
sinner and will some day mcW some 
obstacle that will require firgivcnicss. It 
is in forgiveness that the great test 
family is the hardest thing in the world 
love is made. There is not a hupp' 
homo f liait isn't partially founded oi 
forgiveness. 

A great mistake Is often made both 
by men and by women in making use of 
their attractions to indulge in loose con- 
duct,. This always has a very detriment- 
al effect on their characters and should 
be assidiously avoided. 

In conclusion the Doctor said that we 
have all made mistakes and if llicse mis- 
takes had the power to spoil our future, 
life would be too tragic altogether. How- 
ever, God's forgivness temporarily, 
many a man and woman after mistakes 
has been able to get back m the right 
path and play a part in a happy and 
beautiful marriage. ■ .

Christ. He said his talk 1 would relate 
to the Kingdom iii which men and 
women would deal with evil. He said 
the natural human reaction to evil or 
a wrong was the desire for revenge,

A capacity audience heard Sir Henry 
Newbolt speak at the High School 
last night. Sir Henry is one of the 
prominent men of letters of the day, 
and delivered an inspiring address. 
, Mr. E. W. Bcatty, Chancellor of 
McGill University, introduced the 
speaker, and Sir Arthur Curric, and 
several members of the staff occupied 
the platform. 

Sir Henry spoke on "Literature and 
Life." The speaker said that life is a 
whole thing from beginning to end, 
and is the act and art of living. Some 
people pursue art for art's .sake, but 
this should not be so — it should be 
art for life's sake. Art is not an orna- 
ment and a pastime; it is the expres- 
sion and communication of great spir- 
its. Literature has the effect of wid- 
ening the views of all with whom it 
comes in contact. 

Sir Henry then reviewed the vari- 
ous phases and changes which affect- 
ed English literature; how the times 
and conditions of education affected 
literature as a whole. The great in- 
fluence of foreign wars consists in 
learning to play the game; it is one 
memorization oi rules and regula- 
tions. The great plan of education, as 
advanced by Milton, was broad in 
every sense. 

Human expression of thought, said 
the lecturer, has need of literature; it 
is a thing whose object is living. 

According to the speaker, the part 
which athletics play in education is ex- 
tremely important. The benefits arc 
manifold. The English boy conies in

On March 22ud, at the St. Denis 
Theatre, the students will slage the 
much-discussed and long-awaited 
'Theatre Night." The committee in 
charge of the demonstration held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon in the 
Union, with R. Ll Hamilton in the 
chair. Several questions in connection 
with the "Theatre Night" were decid- 
ed. 

The first question which came before 
the committee was the choice of a 
theatre. Enquiry showed that Ihc only 
theatres available for such an enter- 
tainment were His Majesty's and I he 
St. Denis. The committee, after de- 
liberating sonic. lime, decided in favor 
of the St . Denis. This theatre, which 
is situated on St. Dcni.'. Street, just 
above St . Catherine,, was chosen be- 
cause of ils grealcr capacity. It is 
expected thai ihc students will turn 
out iii force, and in that case His Maj- 
esty's Theatre would prove too small. 
Calculations show that if the uptown 
theatre were engaged at least a thous- 
and students would be unable lo at- 
tend through lack of rooms. As the 
St. Denis will scat approximately °00 
niore than His Majesty'*, it was de- 
cided lo engage it. 

The second matte: oi importance 
was the choice of a dale. As the thea- 
tre chosen cotibl be obtained for two 
!:ights only, namely, the 22nd and 2.3rd 
of March, it was decided to fix the 22nd 
rts the. date. .This dale is. almost six 
weeks away, and the executive in 
charge exueot that ther- will be suffi- 
cient time both for the participant; 
to prepare th^ir parts au J fol - the event 
to be well advertised. 

This Theatre Night is not lo lie con- 
fused with the various "McGill Nites'" 
put on by the different theatres down 
town. It is an entertainment for Mc- 
Gill students, by McGill students. The 
entire affair is under the management, 
and lias the backing of the Students' 
Council. No persons outside the col- 
lege are. connrcted with it in any way. 
The. McGill Theatre Night is a show 
produced, financed, managed and con- 
trolled by the students themselves. 

The form of entertainment has been 
decided upon. The programme will 
consist of different sketches and acts 
put on by each of the faculties, toge- 
ther with contributions from Roya 
Victoria College, School of Physical 
Education, School of Commerce and 
the graduates. Each will produce an 
act which will last approximately fif- 
teen minutes. The Daily reporter heard 
rumours of an operation which the 
Medical students are preparing for the 
occasion .

That well known British author and educationalist. Sir Henry 
Ncwbûlt, who is at present visiting .McGill. once composed a poem, 
which was officially known as "Vital Lampada." But in spite of 
those regular ami orthodox christening, the work was destined to 
lose its original name and to become known, not as "Vital Lam- 
pada,"4)Ut as "Play the Game." The reason is simple. In the poem 
there is an exhortation, now known to practically all of us, which 
is repeated several times throughout the work. Its construction 
is uot'coiripîicated : the words are just ordinary monosyllabic words, 
but what wealth rti&tlmn and good, sound advice is to be found 
in tha,t one i m. nr. "Play up: Play up! And play the game!." 

••he i.h-a i>i playing the game, although it is generally applied 
to ccjuipetitivi athletics, has in .the past gradually taken on much 
larger proportions until to-day it may be applied to all the walks of 
life, whether in college or out in the larger regions of the world. If 
we, who are still in the morning of life, are in the habit of taking 
unto ourselves resolutions, slogans or mottoes: if we wish to lay 
down for ourselves a law of existence or a creed of living, it might 
be/suggested that this quotation from Sir Henry's works would be 
a wise one to'adopt. Of course wc.must remember that "playing 
the game" should not be taken literally as applying only to the clean 
participation in athletics, but it means following the laws of "the 
square deal" throughout our whole existence. The principle is not 
a simple one, for it involves our dealings with our friends, our 
enemies and with ourselves.

to get even, to punish. The way of 
dealing with wrong in life has been 
to]J5«misli the offender. In interna- 
liotiid relations the cncniy is defeated 
in war. and then bled white, all on the 
principle that if it is made painful 
enough to do evil men will give it up. 

D.r. Gray went on to say that this 
way of dealing with evil had been an 
historical failure; it does not end evil 
or change the evil doer fundamentally. 
He£j[aid that there was no record of 
an£3>ther result, and that the present 
melKbd of dealing with evil manufac- 
tures criminals; that it was a primitive 
end instinctive method and resulted in 
the- perpetuation of evil. The method 
of punishment wherever and when- 
ever, applied has been a ghastly fail- 
ure. 

T;he speaker said that the only iast- 
inSL#ay was that given by Jesus, "If 
thy^hrother sin forgive him," but that 
. to -this day even nominal Christians 
' had not taken it seriously. Too many 
held it to be weak, impolite, futile and 
dangerous. He pointed out that his- 
torically wherever Christ's method 
hadbecn applied it had worked, taking 
for.instance the German-Austrian Al- 
liance in 1862. Dr. Gray made it clear 
, that -in forgiveness he did not mean 
that . there was no plare for strength 
and even sternness. A forgiving atti- 
tude to a wrong-doer means that one 
works for his good. He stressed the 
point that humanity will not find a 
way out from its present intolerable 
suffering unless it dares to try Jesus' 
method. He also said there was great 
danger of this ideal, which was pleas- 
ant to the imagination, becoming a 
topje_ of conversation in s-ocicty and 
that, people might get to chatting 
about it and writing hooks about it. 
Many weer asking on what terms 
might it cease to he an ideal and be a 
rea| fact in a concrète world, and 
Christ's answer had been. "Take up 
thy cross ;:iul follow me." There ran 
be no excuses— the Kingdom i'iiist 
coin* absolutely first.

« was pleasing to oneself. Literally hu- 
I inanity must cease to work for self, 
'it must indeed sacrifice self. This 
does not mean deserting ordinary oc- 
cupations, but that the first aim should 
be to set up the Kingdom of God in 
our occupations instead of working 
for personal gain or promotion. ' 

To keep faith with God all people, 
and especially students, ahould de- 
velop and make best use of their 
talents. Students should rn»t work 
for medals' arTtT distinctions alone, but 
to develop their God given gifts that 
they may be of greatest service to man- 
kind. 

The Kingdom of God can never 
come easily. It must be paid for by 
sacrificial lines. It cannot come by or- 
ganization or methods of propaganda, 
or huge mass meetings and monster 
petitions. 

Dr. Gray said that no great move- 
ment had ever become of avail in hu- 
man experience without sacrifice of 
life. 

He said he was not asking students 
to adopt some other career, but to 
learn how to fashion their career into 
an instrument for the advancement of 
the Kingdom. He then went on to 
<ay in regard to the practicability of 
the Kingdom that actual farts will 
show that Christ's method, when hon- 
estly applied, really does work. Christ 
'tad revealed the laws of reality and 
tint till His principles are applied do 
people apply natural laws which bring 
•c suits.

The coumiiltec in charge of com- 
mencement is endeavoring to discourage 
the practice of leaving before the cer- 
emony and receiving the diploma by 
mail. It is also proposed that the custom 
of reading extracts {torn theses at the 
exercises he abolished, and the method 
of distributing the diplomas has been 
attacked. The present praclice is to 
place on the platform baskets of diplomas 
arranged accordingly to courses, and per- 
mit each Senior to pick out his own. The 
committee is attempting to make sure 
that hereafter the diplomas will be 
handed personally to the graduates. —

Maugha which was produced week 

before last at the llarlmau, was a very 
fine play. As for light opera, it has 
always been an art, 'The Merry Widow.' 
low playing to New York audiences, is 
lecidedly an artistiv production. Art 
tlld light opera already have been de- 
veloped to a high degree. 

"Certainly we have, all reasons to ex- 
pect very fine work of contemporary 
writers," the professor asserted. 

Professor Joseph R. Taylor believes 
acting is better in America than play- 
writing. "I believe the highest develop- 
ment of art here is in the extravagan- 
zas," he declared. 

"Nowhere is there continuous pro- 
duction of good plays. France comes 
nearest to doing it. The works offered 
by Sacha Guitry arc unsually well done." 

Professor Taylor puts emphasis on 
the production of plays. The painting 
of scenery by lights — colors thrown 
on a neutral background — shows a 
distinct change from the old method of 
lighting with footlights and the use of 
painted scenery. 

"The public, docs appreciate a thing 
if it is good. Although the Russian 
opera costuming was ordinary and the 
scenery didn't amount to much, yet the 
performers could sing and the public at- 
tended," he said. 

"There arc plays such as 'Miss Lulu 
Bctr,' which cannot certainly be classed 
as good drama, yet the acting has cont- 
inued to draw capacity houses during its 
long run in New York. 

"Plays must be written primarily for 
the slage, but their real test should be 
in Ihcir reading value." — (Ohio Stale 
Lantern.)
